WILLIAM CLAY FORD 
President 


The multi-problem task of owning and running a professional 
football team is the personal property of a 42-year-old native 
Detroiter who has but one goal. 


And that is to bring more thrills and another 
National Football League championship to the 
fans who have followed the Lions since they 
began NFL competition back in 1934. 

Bill Ford was a fan for many years before 
he purchased the local franchise on January 10, 
1964. As club owner, he still is a fan who suf- 
fer in defeat and cheers in victory. 

Like other Lion fans, he is optimistic over 
prospects of a strong crop of rookies in 1967 
including a trio of All-America collegians in 
Mel Farr, Nick Eddy and Paul Naumoff. 

As a single owner, Ford takes the company back to its original 
days when G. A. Richards purchased the franchise in 1934 and 
transferred the team from Portsmouth, O. to Detroit. In 1940, 
Richards sold his franchise to Fred Mandel of Chicago and he 
maintained single control until he sold out to a group of stock- 
holders who formed the Detroit Football Co. in 1948. This stock- 
holder group held control until Ford purchased the entire assets 
of the company in 1964. 

In addition to his duties as President and Owner of the Lions, 
Ford continues his duties with the Ford Motor Co. in product 
planning and styling, being responsible for the coordination and 
review of all the company’s forward product programs. 

Ford became president of the Lions in January, 1961. 


He had been a director of the Detroit Football Company since 
1956. He is the grandson of the late Henry Ford, founder of the 
Mord Maptae Co,, and the youngest of four children of the late Edsel 
B. Ford, 

A graduate of Yale University in 1949, Ford has held positions 
in sales and advertising and in industrial relations, and was gen- 
eral manager of the Continental Division before assuming his 
present duties at the company staff level in 1956. He has been 
a member of the Ford Motor Co. board of directors since 1948. 

An avid sports enthusiast, Ford played varsity tennis and soccer 
at Yale and is a member of the Country Club of Detroit. 

In addition to his duties with the Ford Motor Co., since 1951, 
Mr. Ford has been president of the Edison Institute, which operates 
the Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield Village in Dearborn, Mich. 
He is secretary-treasurer of the Henry Ford Hospital in Detroit, 
president of the Edsel B, Ford Institute for Medical Research, and 
a trustee of the Michigan Heart Association, He has been national 
campaign chairman of the United Cerebral Palsy Association four 
times and is a director of the United Foundation, haying served as 
1953 chairman of its major industry unit. 

Ford is married to the former Martha Firestone of Akron, Ohio, 
and they have three daughters, Martha, Sheila, Elizabeth, and one 
son, William Clay, Jr. The Fords live in Grosse Pointe Farms, 
Michigan. He was born March 14, 1925. 


RUSSELL THOMAS 
Vice President-General Manager 


He came to Detroit as a rookie lineman out 
of Ohio State University in 1946 with a solid 
athletic background as a big, strong, aggressive 
player. 

Now, 21 seasons later, Russ Thomas moves 
into the detailed job of running the Lions on 
a day-by-day basis as their vice president and 
general manager. He has been well-trained for the important 
position. After his days as a NFL player were ended in 1950, he 
stepped into the club’s scouting program and not only charted plays 
of Lion opponents but closely followed careers of collegiate stars 
in all parts of the nation. 

It was natural that his next position be attached to his knowledge 
of the pro game and his wide acquaintance with college coaches 
and administrators. In 1964 he was made Director of Player 
Personnel. 

He supervised the scouting program and also handled the con- 
tracts of all players, both rookies and veterans, in addition to 
accepting expanded duties in the club’s relations with other teams 
in the league. 

A native of West’ Virginia, Thomas is married, has two athletic 
sons and lives at Walled Lake, Michigan. 


EDWIN J. ANDERSON 
Executive Vice President 


As he enters his 20th consecutive season as 
a club executive, Edwin J. Anderson is turning 
over many of his former duties to concentrate 
on league matt as they affect the Lions in 
addition to directing Detroit’s finance and 
policy-making: executive committee. 

Andy was the key figure in organizing the 
original group of local sports enthusiasts who 
purchased the Detroit franchise from Chicagoan 
Fred Mandel in 1948, He was elected president in 1949 and held 
that post for 12 years. He was general manager nine seasons. 

A graduate of Beloit College, Anderson was an outstanding 
athlete. He entered the advertising and sales fields and was pres- 
ident of a Detroit brewery from 1941 until 1958. 

‘Anderson has an enviable record of civic accomplishment, includ- 
ing the general chairmanship of the 1945 Community Fund, the 
presidency of the Children’s Hospital of Detroit for three years, 
and the presidency of the Birmingham Community Center for two 
years, He still is a member of the board of the Lumberman’s 
Mutual Casualty Company and the American Motorist Insurance 
Company. 

Anderson lives in Bloomfield Hills, Mich., with his wife, Sunny. 
They have two daughters, and four grandchildren. Anderson was 
born August 3, 1902.

JOE SCHMIDT 


> 1 Head Coach 


In 13 brilliant seasons as a Lion linebacker, Joe Schmidt carved 
out unanimous recognition as a heady and hard-hitting tackler... 
one who refused to back away from any assignment. 

He now is tackling his biggest challenge ... the king-sized task 
of leading Detroit back up the NFL championship trail as he 
strides into his first year as the club’s 11th head coach in 34 
Seasons, 

They called him a “natural leader” back at Brentwood high school 
in Pittsburgh when he was only 16, They echoed it again when 
they made him team captain at the University of Pittsburgh. His 
Lion teammates made it unanimous when they yoted him their 
field leader nine times as a professional. 

Joe retired as a player after the 1965 season and had one full 
year under his belt as an assistant coach when he accepted head 
coaching responsibilities last January. He was the first, last and 
pul candidate considered for the job by club owner William Clay 
Ford. 

At 35, he is the youngest head coach in the NFL; two years the 
junior of the next-youngest, Don Shula at Baltimore; not even half 
the age of George Halas, the seasoned Bear veteran. 

The squad he takes over is also a young one with 36 players 
being less than 28 years of age and with 33 possessing five years 
or less NFL experience. 

Schmidt's elevation to the head coach position was a popular one 
with Lion fans and players. No Detroit athlete gained more respect 
from the fans he played for and the players he played with and 
against than did Schmidt. 

Every honor in professional football came his way after he joined 
the Lions as their seventh round draft choice in 1953. He came out 
of the University of Pittsburgh as a fullback and guard who played 
a fine defensive game. 

The Lions groomed him for a new job, that of middle linebacker. 
It was the start of a trend in pro football — a four-man front line, 
three linebackers, two cornerbacks and a pair of safetymen. Joe 
fit into the middle of this defensive alignment in perfect style. 

When he took off his Lion uniform for the last time at the close 
of the 1965 season, Joe had been named to the Pro Bowl team 10 
times, had made the NFL All-Pro team on eight occasions, cap- 
tained the Lions nine years and been yoted Detroit’s Most-Valuable 
Player on four occasions. 

His family includes wife, Marilyn, and four children, 


JIMMY DAVID 
{Over-all Defense) 


There was sentiment, and a lot more inyolved, when Coach Joe 
Schmidt persuaded Jimmy David and Jim Martin to join his new 
coaching staff. 

The trio played in the same defensive unit during the champion- 
ship era in the 1950’s. They are synonymous with an iron-ribbed 
defensive unit. Now they are together again. 

David coaches as he played: aggressively. For the past three sea- 
sons he was the secondary defensive coach of the San Francisco 
49ers after serving the Los Angeles Rams in the same job for 
three earlier years. 

Drafted by Detroit in 1952 as a 22nd round choice, he utilized 
his 5-10 and 170-pound frame to become one of the most-competi- 
tive defensemen in the NFL during his eight-year career. 

He was named to the Pro Bowl six times and played on Lions 
teams that won four Western Divisional crowns and three NFL 
championships. A strong tackler and excellent defender, he inter- 
cepted 86 passes for the Detroiters. 

David retired as a player after the 1959 season and embarked on 
a coaching career which now has brought him back to where he 
started. In addition to his coaching background, Jimmy also served 
as chief talent scout for the Rams. 

A graduate of Colorado State, he was one of three members 
of that college team who went on to star for the Lions. The other 
two were Jack Christiansen (head coach of the 49ers and Thurman 
McGraw (assistant athletic director at Colorado State). 


CHUCK KNOX 
(Offensive Line) 

Chuck Knox came out of a small Pennsylvania college in 1954 
and moved rapidly up the steps in a solid coaching career to reach 
the Lions this season. 

He comes to Detroit from the New York Jets of the AFL where 
he was credited with an outstanding job as offensive line coach 
for the last four seasons under Coach Weeb Ewbank. 

A standout tackle at Juniata College, Knox remained there after 
graduation as line coach in 1955. He coached high school ball three 
years before moving into collegiate ranks. 

He spent two seasons under Charlie Bradshaw and Blanton Col- 
lier at the University of Kentucky after two earlier seasons as 
line coach at Wake Forest in 1959-60, Like all members of the 
1967 Detroit staff, Knox is employed on a 12-month basis. 
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McPEAK MARTIN 
BILL McPEAK 
{Over-all Offense) 

A perfect list of credentials belongs to Bill McPeak as he moves 
into the key job of re-styling the Lions offense. 

Back of Bill is a solid 10-year career as a coach in the National 
Football League; five as an assistant and five more as the head 
coach of the Washington Redskins. 

A product of New Castle, Pa., he was an outstanding collegiate 
star at the University of Pittsburgh where he was tutored in foot- 
ball by three head coaches—Clark Shaughnessy (1945), Wes Fesler 
(1946) and Mike Milligan (1947-48). 

His playing career as a professional began in 1949 as a defensive 
end for the Pittsburgh Steelers and he ended his playing action 
with that same club in 1957. Durable and quick-thinking as a 
player, Bill was named to the Eastern Pro Bowl team in 1953-54-57. 

The Steelers recognized his coaching abilities while he still was 
a player. Bill served as a player-coach at Pittsburgh in 1956 and ’57 
and then handled the dual job of assistant coach and chief talent 
scout in 1958. 

The next season he moved to Washington as offensive backfield 
coach, After two years as an assistant, he was made head coach 
in 1961 and handled that job through the 1965 season. 

Last year he was employed by CBS as a football television 
analyst for NFL games. 


JIM MARTIN 
(Defensive Line) 


Martin played with authority on Detroit teams which hung up 
championships in the 1950’s. Now he is back with the authority 
to stiffen the backbone of the current team. 

Jim came out of Notre Dame as an All-American at two positions 
— end and tackle. Big, strong, and durable, he spent one season 
with the Cleveland Browns before moving to Detroit in 1952. 
When he left 11 years later, he had been a vital factor in four 
Western Divisional titles and two NFL championships. 

His career total of 56 field goals still stands as a team high. 
His 259 points, almost all by toe, is the third best in Lion history. 
Jim played with four NFL teams during his career and served as 
defensive line coach with the Denver Broncos of the AFL and at 
Idaho State. 

As a collegian at Notre Dame, he started 34 consecutive games 
for another record that is still alive. 


JOHN NORTH 
(Receivers) 


A former end of the Baltimore Colts, North is the senior member 
of the current Lions’ staff. He is back for his third season as 
coach of the receivers. All other assistants are new this year. 

John carries a strong coaching background into his job as he 
starts his 17th consecutive season as a tutor. He is a graduate of 
Vanderbilt University where he was an outstanding athlete. He 
has coached at all levels: Tallassee Ala. high school (1951-52), 
assistant at Tennessee Tech (1953-54), assistant at Kentucky (1955- 
61), assistant at Louisiana State (1962-64) and a member of the 
Detroit staff since 1965. 

Bee native of Old Hickory, Tenn., North and his family reside in 
etroit.

KENT FALB, Trainer—The vital job of keeping Lion players in A-1 
physical condition is a big one; a continuing process that knows 
no season and is conducted on a 12-month basis . . .

College and duty with the Minnesota Vikings, United States Mili-

ROBERT MOORE, Assistant Trainer—New to the Lions this season, Moore 
joins the training staff with a strong background as assistant trainer 
at the University of Illinois and Southern California ... has a 
degree in Physical Therapy with technical service at the Kaiser 
Foundation Rehabilitation Center . . . holds B.S. and M.A. degrees 
from Illinois, physical therapy certificate from USC .. .

Alex Karras recovered a fumble during the Falcons’ second series 
of plays and Detroit scored three plays later when Milt Plum 
threw a 13-yard TD pass to GAIL COGDILL. The Lions scored 
again early in the second quarter when JOE DON LOONEY 
sped for 24-yard touchdown to make it 14-0. Detroit hit once more 
the next time Atlanta gave up the ball, this drive covering 75 
yards in 10 plays. Plum ran for 15, threw to Marsh for 13, to Ron 
Kramer for 26 more before TOM NOWATZKE drove in from the 
2 to up the score to 21-0. The Falcons came back to score for the 
first time to end the first half, trailing 21-7. Atlanta went 76 
yards in 10 plays, with ERNIE WHEELWRIGHT going over from 
the 1 for the TD.

Late in 
the opening quarter, Detroit lost the ball on a fumble by Amos 
Marsh and five plays later, DON CHANDLER kicked a 14-yard 
field goal for a 10-0 lead. Midway in the second period, the Packers 
struck again, this time from their own 22. Starr hit CARROLL 
DALE at the Lion 45 and he ran in for a 78-yard TD to make it 
17-0. The Lions made the half-time score 17-7 when, in a series 
of 12 plays, they moved 80 yards to score, with TOM NOWATZKE 
pushing over from the 1. The big play was a pass of 47 yards 
from Milt Plum tq Pat Studstill. Late in the third quarter, Dave 
Robinson intercepted a Plum pass and gave Green Bay possession 
on the Detroit 44.

Detroit, unable to get 
beyond the LA 48 in the first 15 minutes, could only penetrate as 
far as the Ram 43 during the second quarter. Two interceptions, 
a fumble, and a fair-catch interference penalty kept the Lions 
at bay. The fumble, by Pat Studstill, came at the end of a spectac- 
ular 63-yard pass-run play which had taken Detroit down to the 
LA 32. Midway in the third quarter, Tom Nowatzke fumbled and 
the Rams got the ball on the Detroit 48. Four plays later, Roman 
Gabriel passed 30 yards to MOORE for a 14-0 LA lead. Detroit 
took the kickoff and marched 76 yards in 14 plays to score. A

Nine plays moved it to the 2 where the Detroit defense 
held and forced a field goal attempt, which TOMMY DAVIS made 
from the 9. The 49ers later moved from their 20 in 13 plays to 
score and take a 10-0 lead early in the second period. JOHN 
BRODIE sneaked in from the 1 for the TD. At the two-minute 
warning, GARO YEPREMIAN kicked a field goal from the 30 
to put Detroit on the board. A Mike Lucci interception and 
81-yard return gave the Lions the ball at the SF 33 with one minute 
left. Karl Sweetan hit Pat Studstill down to the 3 and two plays 
later, AMOS MARSH went over to bring Detroit to a 10-10 half- 
time tie. Midway in the third quarter, John David Crow ran 31 
yards to the Detroit 23, but the 49ers had to settle for a 28-yard 
field goal by DAVIS. Halfway through the final quarter, SF again 
marched 80 yards for a score and a 20-10 lead. The TD was scored 
by CROW from the 1. Detroit struck right back with the combina- 
tion of Sweetan and STUDSTILL teaming on a 73-yard touchdown 
pass.
